ENGLAND. 


Statistics of tile Cattle Disease. 


LONDON, Oct. 28. 


Tho Farmer, in an article on the cattle 


disease, says : Tho number of cases for the 
quarter ending on the 16th of October, was 
as follows : In Somersetshire, 83,000; in 
Cheshire, 50,000 ; in Dorsetshire, 48,000 ;
